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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Species I in the reply filed on 3/30/2006 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that Species I and II would not require 
further search. This is not found persuasive because the details of integral embodiment 
are separate and distinct from the separate airline connection and would require further 
search. No further claims are withdravyn. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact tenns as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which It is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the Inventor of carrying out his Invention. 

Claims 20 and 22-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 20 and 22-38 have been amended to 
require "direct fluid communication" between the reservoir and the air supply system. 
The original disclosure fails to provide antecedent basis for this limitation nor is it clear 
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what is precluded by this limitation. Note the disclosed passage member contains ports 
and valves interrupting the communication. Also note that the term "discrete passage" 
lacks antecedent basis in the disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 20. 22, 25-31 and 33-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Thomas (US# 6391098). 

Figure 4 of Thomas discloses reservoir 24 with purge chamber 50, service 
chamber 48 and delivery valve 52. Note passage member 34 which defines a discrete 
passage through the purge chamber and one end defining a port. 

Claims 20. 22-31 and 33-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kojima et al (US#4655801). 

Figure 1 of Kojima et al discloses a service chamber 4, purge chamber 3. 
delivery valve 12. Note passage member 23. 

Regarding claim 38, note single air line 11. 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 12/06/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Note the 112 1®* rejection above. The claims appear to clearly define one end of 
the passage member, but fail to specifically define the other end. Limitations directed 
towards both ends of the passage member may help define over the rejections of 
record.
